Avila  Ranks  in  Top  15 
of  Regional  Midwest  Universities 
for  Diversity 

In  a recent  siiiTey  by  U.S.  News  & World  Report,  Avila  College  was  ranked  13lh  of  429 
schools  in  a listing  of  regional  universities  in  the  midwest  with  a diverse 
undergraduate  student  population. 

The  Avila  College  student  body  is  comprised  of  1,065  undergraduate  students.  Avila  boasts 
a 23%  population  of  African-Americans,  American  Indians,  Asians,  llispanics,  and  others, 
with  the  largest  single  group  being  made  of  African-American  students  at  12%. 

Students  find  the  diversity  mixture  attractive  as  well.  The  199H  freshmen  class  is  the  largest 
the  college  has  enrolled  since  1984. 

“Avila’s  ability  to  attract  such  a diverse  student  group  allows  us  to  enhance  the  educational 
experience  in  our  classrooms.  The  different  backgrounds  and  viewpoints  our  students 
present  stem  from  differing  cultures  because  of  location  and  even  age  differences.  This 
sharing  of  opinions  leads  to  an  enriched  educational  experience  for  all,”  says  Dr.  Larry 
Kramer,  Avila  College  President.

Avila’s  Master  of  Science  in  Education  and  Master 
of  Science  in  Counseling  Psychology  programs 
L have  seen  some  changes  in  the  past  twenty 
years.  In  fact,  twenty  years  ago  they  were  almost  one 
combined  Master’s  degree  program. 

In  the  earliest  proposal  to  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools,  Avila  faculty 
submitted  plans  for  a single  Masters  degree  program 
in  education  and  psychology.  After  examining  the 
proposal.  The  North  Central  Association  suggested  to 
the  college  that  enough  support  existed  for  two 
separate  programs. 

Upon  receiving  accreditation,  Avila  now  had  a 
Master’s  in  Education  program  with  a focus  in 
“exceptionality”,  and  a Masters  in  Psychology.  The 
two  programs  would  see  many  changes  over  the 
course  of  the  next  20  years,  including  dropping  the 
“exceptionality”  emphasis  from  the  education 
program,  and  adding  an  emphasis  in  “counseling”  to 
the  psychology  program  — this  leaves  the  college 
with  the  two  programs  offered  today  — “Master  of 
Science  in  Education”  and  “Master  of  Science  in 
Counseling  Psychology.” 

The  Master  of  Science  in  Education  program  is 
dedicated  to  providing  practicing  teachers  with  the 


skills  needed  to  become  truly  effective  “master” 
teachers.  The  program  enables  teachers  to  integrate 
effective  instruction  techniques,  do  action  research  in 
the  classroom,  and  be  effective  instructional  leaders  in 
their  schools.  Classes  are  held  one  night  per  week  for 
four  semesters  and  in  compacted  scheduling  for  one 
semester.  When  students  complete  the  program, 
graduates  will  be  equipped  to  serve  as  a members  of 
school-based  leadership  teams,  curriculum 
committees,  parent  liaison  teams,  and  be  truly 
effective  facilitators  of  student  learning. 

Today’s  Master  of  Science  in  Counseling 
Psychology  program  is  also  serving  students  on  the 
forefront  of  education.  The  program  is  geared  to 
provide  professional  master’s-level  training  to  people 
interested  in  the  delivery  of  mental  health  services. 
The  degree  is  clinically  oriented,  with  an  emphasis  in 
agency  counseling.  The  degree  is  respected  as  either 
solid  preparation  for  Ph.D.  work,  or  as  a terminal 
master’s  degree  with  graduates  qualified  to  practice  in 
public  and  private  agencies  serving  individuals  and 
families  in  crisis.

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FISCAL  REPORT  1977 1998 


Changes  in  Fiscal  Reporting 

Fiscal  1997-98  is  the  third  year  of  financial  reporting  under  the  FASB 
(Financial  Accounting  Standards  Board)  requirements  for  not-for-profit  organiza- 
tions. Avilas  Net  Assets  have  increased  in  Fiscal  1996,  ‘97,  and  ‘98.  During  a 
period  when  a capital  campaign,  such  as  Pathways:  The  Campaign  For  Avila 
College,  is  in  progress,  the  gifts  and  pledges  amount  typically  increases  as  pledges 
are  received  and  generally  this  has  a significant  effect  on  the  Net  Assets.  In 
future  years  and  as  the  Pathways  campaign  pledges  are  paid,  the  gift  and  pledge 
amount  per  year  will  shrink  and  the  effect  will  reflect  in  the  Net  Assets. 

In  past  years  colleges  have  reported  using  standard  fund  accounting 
where  each  fund  was  set  up  to  report  transactions  related  to  a specific  part  of  the 
campus  operations,  such  as  Operating  (or  Current)  Fund,  Plant  Fund  (for  physi- 
cal facilities  — fixed  assets).  Loan  Fund  (student  loans),  etc.  Now  those  funds 
have  been  eliminated  and  almost  all  operations  in  all  the  funds  have  been  consol- 
idated into  what  is  called  Unrestricted.  This  term  means  that  the  revenues  have 
come  from  normal  operations,  such  as  tuition,  room,  board,  investment  income, 
and  gifts,  which  are  unrestricted  (can  be  used  for  any  purpose).  All  expenses 
related  to  college  operations  are  shown  in  this  category  rather  than  in  different 
funds  in  prior  years. 

In  addition  to  the  consolidation  of  almost  all  the  funds  into  the 
Unrestricted  column,  three  major  items  are  now  presented  and  impact  on  the  net 
amount  for  the  year  reflected  in  the  statement. 

They  are: 

1.  Depreciation  — Shown  in  the  Plant  Fund  before,  but  now  as  an  expense  in 
the  Statement. 

2.  Pledges  receivable  — Only  gifts  actually  received  were  reflected  in  past  reports. 
Now,  if  there  are  pledges  they  must  be  included,  net  of  a reserve  for  uncollectable 
pledges.  In  the  event  the  pledge  payments  will  be  over  a period  of  years,  then 
the  present  value  of  the  pledge  must  be  booked.  A campaign  year  would  have  a 
significant  impact  on  this  statement. 

3.  Unrealized  gains  and  losses  on  securities  (difference  between  book  and  mar- 
ket) must  be  reflected  in  the  Unrestricted  column  normally  under  revenues,  if  a 
gain.  The  realized  gains  and  losses  are  also  reported  in  the  Unrestricted  part  of 
the  statements.  Thus,  stock  market  fluctuations  will  have  an  impact  on  the  Net 
Assets  of  this  statement,  and  they  could  be  significant. 

The  Statement  of  Activities  also  contains  two  other  columns  of  figures. 
The  Temporarily  Restricted  group  includes  gifts  restricted  by  the  donor  for  spe- 
cific purposes.  As  the  monies  are  used  for  the  purpose,  or  when  the  time  restric- 
tions have  been  met,  they  are  released  and  are  transferred  to  the  unrestricted  col- 
umn, where  the  expenditure  is  shown.  The  largest  segment  in  Avila’s 
Temporarily  Restricted  net  assets  is  over  $5,000,000  of  facilities  and  equipment 
purchased  with  gifts  which  are  used  up  over  the  life  of  the  asset.  Other  items  in 
the  category  are  for  scholarships,  study  grants,  etc. 

The  third  column  is  labeled  as  Permanently  Restricted  and  includes 
gifts  restricted  by  the  donor  to  be  either  general  or  restricted  endowment.  In 
these  endowments,  the  principal  is  not  available  for  use,  but  only  the  investment 
income.  Since  annuities  are  also  reflected  in  this  group,  an  adjustment  is  made 
annually  for  the  remaining  liability  on  annuities  in  force.

As  part  of  the  college’s  strategic  plan,  Avila 
commits  to  “expand  enrollment  with  priority 
^ given  to  residential  students”  (see  Goal  #4, 
/997-9A  Avila  College  Aiiiuial  Report).  In  order  to 
help  coordinate  and  lead  the  efforts  to  meet  this 
strategic  goal,  Avila  Ccdlege  has  committed  to  the 
concept  of  Enrollment  Management,  and  added  a 
new  face  to  the  executive  committee  in  William  “Bill” 
Littleton,  Vice  President  for  Enrollment  Managentent. 

Enrollment  Management  is  a process  that 
attempts  to  influence  the  size,  shape,  and 
characteristics  of  the  student  body.  By  knowing 
the  profile  of  the  Avila  graduate,  an  attempt  can 
then  be  made  to  attract  and  retain  those  students 
who  best  match  the  kind  of  educational 
experience  Avila  can  provide. 

“While  my  specific  areas  at  A\  ila,”  says  Littleton, 
“are  Admissions,  Einancial  Aid,  and  Registration,  it 
is  understood  that  Enrollment  Management  is  not 
limited  to  those  areas  — it  is  a campus-wide 
effort.  All  of  our  interactions  with  students,  be  it 
by  the  faculty,  the  maintenance  staff,  or

Biology  Students  Will  Travel  to 
Dominican  Republic 

Dr.  Bob  Powell,  Professor  of  Biology,  along  with 
John  Parmerlee  ‘80,  Avila  alumnus  and  instmctor, 
and  Ellen  J.  Censky,  Director  of  the  State  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  University  of  Connecticut,  have  been 
awarded  a $171,414  grant  from  the  National  Science 
Eoundation  to  fund  three  summer  undergraduate 
research  experiences  beginning  in  1999.  Students 
selected  to  participate  in  the  program  will  design  and 
implement  their  own  investigations  of  amphibians  and 
reptiles  on  West  Indian  islands.  Students  will  receive  a 
stipend  and  all  expenses  during  the  field  experience. 
Of  particular  interest  in  the  coming  year  will  be 
projects  examining  the  effects  of  Hurricane  Georges  on 
natural  communities  for  which  baseline  data  are 
available  from  previous  groups.  Subsequent  to  the  trip, 
students  will  analyze  their  data  and  participate  in 
workshops  at  Avila  on  modern  scientific  methods, 
science  as  a career,  and  applying  to  graduate  schools. 
In  three  prior  programs,  every  student  participant  has 
co-authored  a paper  in  a scientific  journal  and  24  of  27 
participants  have  gone  on  to  pursue  post-graduate 
studies  in  the  biological  sciences.  ■

In  past  issues  of  Accent  (“Academics  At  Avila;”

With  the  Fall  1998  semester 
comes  the  culmination  of  the  new  curriculum  at 
Avila  College,  and  the  introduction  of  the  Senior 
Capstone  course.

On  October  l6,  1998,  the  first  group  of  seniors 
were  a part  of  the  senior  capstone  experience.  The 
event  was  an  all-day  exercise,  where  students  were 
required  to  address  a theme  selected  by  the  faculty 
and  interact  with  other  seniors  from  various 
disciplines  to  experience  multiple  approaches  to  the 
same  problem. 

The  theme  chosen  by  the  faculty  was  “Liberation 


From  Violence.” 

During  the  capstone 
experience,  panel 
discussions  were 
used  to  explore  four 
sub-themes  that 
were  chosen  by  the 
students.  Sub-theme  discussions  on  such  topics  as 
domestic  violence,  abusive  relationships,  street 
violence,  and  racism  led  to  a series  of  presentations 
by  the  students  on  their  group’s  discussion. 

Keynote  speaker  Jim  Nunn,  Deputy  Chief  of 
Police,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  (photo  above)  spoke  to  the 
senior  class  about  local  violence  and  how  to  take  a 
preventative  stance. 

The  capstone  course  will  be  taken  by  the 
remaining  group  of  seniors  on  February  27,  1999.  In 
the  spring  session,  keynote  speaker  Alvin  Brooks, 
President  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Group  Against  Crime  and 
member  of  the  Avila  College  Board  of  Counselors, 
will  speak  to  the  seniors  about  the  need  for  action 
against  violence,  and  then  inspire  the  senior  class  to 
think  about  how  they  can  help.  ■
